road company last night ran a, car from Now 
York to Newark aa an experiment, with a sys- 
tem of electric lighting.

Some attention is being given to atjues- 


I tion whether or not it is possible to avoid 


the disastrous consequences of the annual- 
visitation of tornadoes ia parts of the 
West. 
Careful observation has led to the 


belief that these wind forces are as much 
a matter of mathematical demonstration 
as periodical eclipses, and that calculation 
can be made with some certainty as to 
their course, even though it is impossible 
to determine the exact time of their ap- 
pearance. It has been noted that the' 
most frequent wind demonstrations of 
violence afflict tho Missouri "Valley, or 
that particular areas are made the play-' 
ground of the tornado aud the cyclone, 
while other parts of the country, outside 
a certain longitudinal belt, are, never 
affected. This.curious problem is likely' 
to prove its own solution; as it is natural 
to suppose that a specific effect has a 
specific determinable cause when repeti- 
tion makes the occurrence methodical. 


A contributor to the Catholic World 


has some thoughts on this subject that 
suggest a partial remedy if not an entire 
correction of the evil, though he docs not 
intimate whether the defenses are to be 
in the avoidance of tho wind paths or by 
the construction of natural barriers or 
refractors in tho planting of forests. This 
writer classes the tornado, which is tho 
condensation and intensification of the 
hurricane, as a local variable wind, tho 
result of a local cause, acquiring its full 
force almost instantly, in apparent disre- 
gard of the laws of inertia. The agencies 
are conflicting and impinging air currents, 
polar 
and 
equatorial, 
governed 
by 


the 
varying speed of lateral points 


in the 
earth 
between 
the 
poles 


and 
the 
equator.. 
By 
this 


this means a current flowing from the 
North pole is continually eucotinteringau 
increase of speed in the East-going ve- 
locity of the earth, which deflects its 
own 
course 
more 
to the west, so 


that 
its 
line 
seems 
to 
be 


diagonal from Northeast 
to .South- 


west. 
The 
warm 
current flowing 


from tho equator to the pole will natur- 
ally have an opposite travel, and in tem- 
perate latitudes the two currents begin to 
interfere, where they strike a balance— 
the one ascending, the other descending. 
The Mit-sistiippi "Valley happens to bo ono 
of the compromise areas where the colli- 
sions occur and conflicts originate. 


These are pertinent facts of cudiom- 


otry, and are not late discoveries, though 
just now their application to the torna- 
does of the West comes as a new reflec- 
tion, and though they suggest the laws 
governing these visitations and present 
the possibility of calculating their recur- 
rence as to place, do not fix with confi- 
dence inspiring certainty the redress 
against the dangers of these paroxysmal 
air-currents. At tho same time, "there 
should be no greater difficulty in locating 
the path of these rather liiethodiatical 
wind instruments than there was in de- 
fining the ordinary path of the Mauritian 
hurricane, which occurs from February 
to april, nor is it impossible to conjecture, 
with 
an approximation tj exactness, 


tho season when 
these ill-behaving 


cyclones are likely to sweep over their 
chosen course. The careful gathering of 
all data bearing upon the past exploits of 
these contending currents shouldgivc tho 
true theory of their travel, and the topog- 
raphy of the country could be studied 
to advantage in its important relation to 
the generalresults. 
Resistance seems to 


be out of the question, as the operating 
force of these windstorms is incalculable. 
It is found, however, that they follow 
pretty much a direct course, tending to 
the northeast, though sometimes /.igzag- 
ging, and that thoir track is rarcty to 
exceed a half-mile in width. These sec- 
tions, when determined, can cither be 
avoided or preparations can be made for 
withstanding tho shock by means that 
may be devised. For instance, some en- 
thusiast suggests that the discharge of u 
cannon in the face of the approaching 
cyclone might do much to disperse if not 
entirely overcome the aggressive force, 
There may be much sense in this, and if 
the experiment of building a fort in the 
path of the enormous foe snould prove a 
failure, it would at least be no more re- 
diculous than some of our frontier forts 
constructed for defense.—Chicago Intcr- 
Occan. 


Jurisprudence in Turkey. 


The "Mussulman jurists" whom the 


cable dispatches report to have given a 
local opinion on the status of Arabi be- 
fore the law. must not be imagined to be 
what we call "jurists" in this country. 
Law in Turkey, especially public hiw,'is 
not discriminated from 
religion, and 


both are ascertained by a construction of 
the textsof the Koran. Oriental jurists, 
not being familiar with the principle o£ 
sliirc dccisis, decide each case as it arises 
without reference to whether it is in con- 
flict or accordance with previous decis- 
ions, and consequently no two decisions 
are necessarily alike. They have in giv- 
ing their replies only one fundamental 
guide, and that is to satisfy the Sultan. 
Knowing this, the Sultan wisely frames 
hla questions in such a way that the 
jurists may know what the answer ought 
to be. In the present case the cable dis- 
patch only gives the answer, but we'an 
give-the question. It was as follows: 
"O, jurists, is Asnbi I*asha, in so far as 
ho has disobeyed the Caliph, a rebel, and 
may he be unceremoniously treated! as 
such; but in so far as he has been a tie- 
fender 
of a 
Mohammedan country 


against the aggressive designs of Chris- 
tians, has lie merely fulfilled the duties 
of a prJRl Mussulman? May the Sultan 
punish Arabi Pasha, if sonic act of .re- 
bellion is proved against him, while dis- 
associating himself from those who wish 
to crush Arabi Pasha as the defender of 
Islam? A jurist who could riot tell how- 
to answer this would be immediately dis-
